swer, challenge and objection arid 
same was promptly ov erruled by the 
court. 
The attorney s pray ed for an 
appeal to the circuit court and this 
was granted. 
The election call will 
stand 
as 
ordered, 
unless 
J udge 
Sparks decides the O'Neil matter oth­ 
erwise. 
The air is blue with county option 
talk today . 
Both sides arc putting 
forth their argument in ev ery part of 
the city and not a few are becoming 
“ riled up” on the subject. 
The v ic­ 
tory for the wets in Way ne county is 
a bitter pill for the county option ad­ 
v ocates and those far seeing ones, 
who are not biased and blind with 
prejudice, see in it a slump and blow 
to county option methods and the 
death knell to the mov ement where 
the wets are properly organized. The

In the Senate there are a 
number of Republican senators who 
do not look with fav or on county op­ 
tion and will v ote to repeal it, pro­ 
v iding the Democratic plank is not 
offered for a substitute, that of town­ 
ship and ward local option. 
In the meantime, the fight in Rush' 
county will start today from the first 
tap of the gong.

Th e state officials are making th e 
ch arge th at th is bill was introduced at 
th e request of Miss Merica Hoagland, 
wh o is in ch arge of th e sch ool for li­ 
brarians, now being conducted at th e 
Prop y laeum in th is city . Th e bill es­ 
tablish es a state librarians’ sch ool.

Millions of Seeds Were Gathered From 
Trees In Washington— Colorado E n­ 
thusiast Hopes to Replace Timber. 
Explains 
His Purpose 
In Starting 
Seedling Farm. 


With seeds of forest trees estimated 
to" number not less than 1,250,000 
planted on a small strip of land about 
two miles directly south of Falls I 
Church, Va., Sidney A. Gaylor of Wash­ 
ington, an experienced nurseryman, 
has begun in a practical way the culti­ 
vation of seedlings, with which he 
hopes to replace aged or fallen timber 
or create additional tracts of timber 
land in the neighborhood of Washing­ 
ton. 
Aud a surprising fact of this 
planting near Falls Church is that ev­ 
ery one of the seeds placed there was 
gathered by Mr, Gaylor from trees in 
the city of Washington or just over 
the District line. 
Mr. Gaylor, In addition to being an 
experienced nurseryman and an enthu­ 
siast on trees, especially of the shade 
or forest variety, describes himself as 
“a newspaper correspondent who has I 
written up the agricultural advantages 
and opportunities of many of the fer­ 
tile river valleys of Colorado, my 
home.” 
He gives bis age as seventy- 
one years and says that practically all 
his time for the past thirty-six years 
has been devoted to affairs strictly 
agricultural, both theoretical and prac­ 
tical. 
The major part of his life, so be toid 
a Washington Star reporter, has been 
spent In Kansas and Colorado, where 
he studied, experimented and dealt at 
times in a practical manner in forestry 
trees. At on# time he planted timber 
claims and at other times dug mere 
seedlings from the forests of Colorado, 
brought them to the highest possible 
condition of tree life through cultiva­ 
tion and care and ih<“n disposed of 
them, In several instances “treeing,” 
as he described it, public parks in 
Colorado cities. 
“What was my object in planting 
those seeds out near Falls Church? 
Just simply because I believe in refor­ 
estation; that’s all. 
I think it is the 
duty of everybody to bet >me inter­ 
ested In this subject, and everybody 
should do something practical toward 
placing the timber life of this country 
in the same condition it was in a hun­ 
dred years ago. 
“Rather than for pecuniary gain I 
gathered those seeds end planted them 
right here near the capital of the na­ 
tion with the hope that other people 
would become interested and do the 
same thing until we should have no 
dearth of trees anywhere. And just to 
show bow easily it can be accom­ 
plished 1 gathere d nearly all of my j 
seeds here in the thickly settled por­ 
tions of Washington.” 
[ 
“How did you become interested" in 
trees?” was ask?d. 
“It may seem strange, but I’ll tell 
you. When I was a boy about eleven 
or twelve years old 1 happened to be 
reading my Bible and ran across the 
passage, 'Behold the fig tree aud all 
the other trees,* That made a lasting 
impression upon me, and from that 
day to this my love for the tree and 
its cultivation has never ceased. Then 
as time went on and the big forests I 
us(*d to see iu my boyhood out west 
disappeared I felt m though there was 
something s tr a n g e ly missing, aud then 
I began to think again, hard, and sud­ 
denly it all dawned on me—reforesta­ 
tion! We needed to replace the things 
which were gone.” 
Mr Gaylor spoke of President Roose­ 
velt’s interest in forestry and said: 
“Ills administratis u has agitated the 
country from ceutei to circumference, 
and i>ossibly one of the greatest things 
he has done, in my humble opinion, is 
the calling of the recent meeting of 
governors aud the conservation delib­ 
erations, in particular to forestry.” 
“Have you called on the president at 
all?” 
“No, 1 have not. But here is a letter 
of introduction to him given me by the 
governor of Colorado when I came 
here to Washington last May. 
You 
see,” continued Mr. Gaylor, “it was 
my original intention to go to South 
America for the purpose of studying 
and writing on the agricultural and 
forest conditions of the republics dowm 
there, but I had to give it up on ac­ 
count of my age and health. 
I didn’t 
realize that years were telling on me 
until I reached Washington. And then 
it was I found out that I’d have to 
forego the tropical trip. 
My letter to 
the president was to be presented be­ 
fo re ! left as one probably Interested 
In the things whi h attracted me there. 
“I liked the city very well. You see. 
1 had never seen the capital of the nn 
tion before, so I stayed.

“What seeds have you planted so j 
far?” 
“About 1,250,000 white oak, American 
linden. Norway maple, ash and honey j 
locust. 
Those I have here are chest­ 
nut, oak. sugar maple, hickory, coffee 
bean, black locust, catalpa, yellow 
wood, sycamore and yellow poplar. As 
I said before, I’ll probably plant these j 
next spring or fall. 
“And where do yon imagine I plant­ 
ed these seeds? 
Why, in a pear or­ 
chard with 500 pear trees, 20»! small 
cherry trees and several small patches 
of strawberries and blackberries. The 
trees stand from twelve to sixteen feet 
apart, and in this space Is where the 
seeds went, four separate rows be-| 
tween each row of trees. That is strict 
land economy. 
“I went out there oniy recently and 
found the acorns sprouting and every 
row in the seven and a half acres; 
showing signs of plant life that is 
very encouraging. 
Judging from the 
present indication. I calculate that j 
from 75 to 80 per cent of the seeds 
planted will run to seedlings in the j 
course of eighteen months, at the end 
of which time they’ll have to be re-j 
moved to a larger piece of ground, of * 
course.” 
“From a business standpoint how 
many seedlings will have to develop 
to bring a profit?” Mr. Gaylor was 
asked. 
* 
“At the lowest 50 per cent,” was the 
answer. “Forty per cent of good sap­ 
lings will mean a big profit from a 
mercantile standpoint.” 
Mr. Gaylor said that negotiations 
were entered into for the land—the 
pear orchard, as he terms it—last Sep­ 
tember. which is located on the farm 
of R. E. T. Sbreeve, and the actual 
planting of the seeds began Nov. 10 
and lasted for two weeks. They were 
planted gradually and with the assist­ 
ance of Mr. Shreeve, "who prepared 
the ground for their reception. 
Dur­ 
ing any extended absence from the 
embryo nursery by Mr. Gaylor. because 
of the elements and his age, in the 
next several months Mr. Shreeve will 
look after things and see that th e ! 
ground, particularly the surface, is 
in the best condition at all times. 
“If my work over there will only 
create interest In others sufficient to 
Induce them to try the same thing,” J 
said Mr. Gaylor at the conclusion of 
his interview, “I shall be thoroughly 
satisfied and shall feel that I have 
done some good for the country at 
large.”

segregation bill until next W ednesday. 
He declared he had inform ation which 
he could not reveal, th at proved the 
assem bly was treading upon dangerous 
ground in passing the anti-Japanese 
bill. 
At the conclusion of the speaker’s 
address. Grove L. Johnson, author of 
the m easure, asked th at the m atter of 
re-consideration of T hursday’s vote be 
put over until W ednesday, and his mo­ 
tion carried w ithout dissent. 
The governor sent a special m essage 
to the house raising the point of the 
bill’s constitutionality, and this was 
the subject of a long debate, during 
which it was suggested by leaders on 
both sides th at the m easure be re­ 
ferred to the com m ittee on judiciary 
and subm itted to the attorney general 
for an opinion as to its legality. 
A. M. Drew of Fresno, author of the 
anti-alien land bill, which was defeated 
on 
W ednesday, said there 
was no 
doubt about the constitutionality of the 
bill, but the point was th a t th ere was 
no need of it. 
He said the various 
m unicipalities w ere having no trouble 
w ith Japanese in the schools. 
Less 
than 1 per cent of them were of school 
age, and they did not object to attend­ 
ing w hatever schools they w ere as­ 
signed to. 
He would 
vote for re­ 
consideration because he did not wish 
to stir up trouble for the president and 
his cabinet and thereby interfere with 
treaty negotiations with Japan. 
J. P. T ransue discussed the gover­ 
nor’s m essage in his speech favoring 
reconsideration and defeat of the bill. 
He quoted those portions of the docu­ 
m ent referring to Japan’s claim that 
the m easure w as in violation of her 
treaty rights, and urged th a t the as 
sem bly adm it it m ade a m istake when 
it passed the bill. 
Speaker Stanton took the floor and 
s a id : 
“R egardless of the m erits of 
this bill, I believe it should a t least be 
given reconsideration. 
W e are tread 
ing upon very dangerous ground, and 
I have inform ation, although my lips 
are sealed, th a t leads me to m ake this 
appeal for postponem ent. 
L et it go 
over until W ednesday, at which tim e it 
is probable the governor will be in a 
position to explain m ore fully th e rea­ 
sons for tbe federal governm ent’s re­ 
quest for delay.” 
Mr. Johnson then said that, out of 
respect for the speaker and because 
of his faith in him, he would move to 
postpone until W ednesday. 
The mo­ 
tion was carried unanim ously.

The president returned w ithout his 
approval th e bill providing for the 
taking of the next census, because of 
the provision prescribing th a t appoint­ 
m ents shall be m ade on the basis of 
non-com petitive exam inations instead 
of through the civîl service com m is­ 
sion. 
As passed by congress the bill 
perm itted m em bers and senators tc 
designate persons for positions after 
they had undergone a sim ple exam ina­ 
tion. 
Incidentally the president re­ 
ferred to th e provision authorizing the 
printing of census reports by private 
concerns, and laid stress on the point 
th ta t w here work was so allotted the 
eight-hour law should be “applied in 
effective fashion.” 
O utside of those 
m atters th e president said th at on the 
whole the bill was satisfactory to him. 
The senate concluded consideration 
of the D fstriet of Columbia appropria 
tion bill, carrying an aggregate of 
about eleven and a half m inions of 
dollars.
